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Your Church Needs Your Support 

Thr I'nitcd Church Canvass of the Protestant churches of 
Newton starts Sunday, December 8 and will continue through 
the week. It is an annual event that has abundantly proved 
its worth in the religious life of this community where it orig- 
inated in 1941. 

Twenty-four churches and t hr Jewish synagogue with more 
than 25,000 members are participating this year. Kach church 
conducts its own canvass in its own way. Last year some of 
the churches raised their budget the first day of t hr campaign 
and gathered up the few remaining pledges before the week was 
half over. Others expect to do as well or better this year. 

Reports concerning the attendance and interest manifested 
on Layman's Sunday are most encouraging. Indeed, one of the 
mo-t encouraging manifestations of the present era is tiie in- 
terest people are taking in their churches. Attendance is gen- 
erally good and offerings are even better. 

Most churches arc able to pay their ministers ami other 
salaried workers promptly, ami meet other financial obligations 
when due. 

Perhaps you can remember a number of years ago when 
it was quite different, when thr main business at monthly meet- 
ings of church boards was to figure out how to get in enough 
money to pay the minister's back salary, and how to stand off 
other creditors. 

, The credit rating of the majority of churches was bad. 
Church members in general, and diurch officials in particular, 
were looked upon as beggars. Church groups resorted to all 
sorts of dubious schemes to raise money. 

Sincere Christian laymen, successful in their private busi- 
nesses. were ashamed of mendicancy. They decided right here 
in Newton to put the biggest and most important business in 
the world on a sound financial basis. 

The only way to do this, they concluded, was to put it up 
to all the members and persuade everyone to do his or her part. 

So in 1941 the first United Church Canvass was launched. 
It was a grand success. The results included an average ot fifty- 
one new pledges per church; $15,000 in new money: total budget * 
of $250,000 raised, and every church voting to repeat the can- 
vass. All work was done bv volunteers. The cost of organ- 
izing and promoting the canvass averaged $45 per church. 

That the church people of Newton approved is demonstrated 
by t he way they have cooperated in the United Church Canvass. 
They like to sen t he business of the church run in a business- 
like way. Fairs, sales, constant money-raising projects are not 
efficient either in themselves or as religious activities. A reli- 
gious organization ought to give its time to constructive religious 
work, not to mercantile enterprises. Every successful church 
depends- upon its conscientious supporters who believe in its 
worship and work and who give with the heart and the head. 
They give with less flourish but with more desire. They give 
because the work challenges them. They arc the backbone of 
the church enterprise, giving because they love the church and 
want to see it do a big work in the community. 

• The churches of Newton are doing a great work and. with 
adequate financial support, they can do much more. 

Everybody ought to contribute to some church. Do your 
part in 1947. 


The Coal Strike and Labor 

Current reports indicate that many soft coal miners have- 
been earning $20 or more a day, and that when a miner works 
his 35-hour week at $1.18! j and remaining 19 hours at overtime 
and travel-time rate, his pay i- $75 per week. The facts are 
that so many arc absent from work on Mondays and Saturdays 
that production falls sharply on those days. In July the average 
hours worked was 36 per week, including travel time. 

John Lewis may be bringing about the turning point in the 
labor situation. The Administration n. . longer will award Laboi 
terms which Management i» unwilling to concede. Politically 
the nation has drawn curtains on Labor's fourteen-year rule in 
Washington through changes in the Congressional election.

1948 ELECTION 

In view’ of the frequent com- 
ments by political columnists and 
others in the daily papers, to the 
effect that the G. O. P. seems al- 
most certain to elect Its candi- 
date for the Presidency in 1948, 
it seems proper to continue for 
several weeks the discussion 
which was started last week in 
this space. 

Last week, after naming what 
i I termed a "Big Eight," I made 
some very definite comments 
anent the Senior Senator from 
Qhio. Hon. Robert A. Taft. To- 
day. I am going to talk about 
the Governor of New York, Tho- 
| mas E. Dewey. 

Now, it so happens that Gov- 
ernor Dewey is frequently dis- 
, missed from consideration with 
the remark that the late Mr. 
Roosevelt defeated him handily 
in 1944 and that there is no rec- 
ord of any defeated Republican 
candidate for the Presidency ever 
running a second time for that 
exalted office. Very true. How- 
ever. last Sunday's Boston Herald 
carried a story of a session of 
the National Council of Social 
Studies at the Hotel Statler. At 
this meeting Prof. Harold R. 
Bruce of Dartmouth referred to 
Gov. Dewey as "clearly the num- 
ber one man for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1948. 
He went on to say this; ‘‘He is 
the real G. O. P. votegetter whose 
tremendous vote in the past elec- 
tion was sufficient to overcome 
the Republican tradition of never 
renominating a defeated Presi- 
dential candidate.” 

It is. however, only fair to 
point out that Prof. Bruce went 
on to say that the New York 
Governor commanded more re- 
spect than popularity within the 
party and that, consequently, it 
was quite possible that Senator- 
elect John W. Bricker of Ohio 
might become a compromise 
candidate between Senator Taft 
of Ohio and Gov. Dewey. 

Just two more points. Let us 
remember that the G. O. P. can- 
not afford to nominate too con- 
servative a candidate in 1948. 
There are still thousands of lib- 
eral Republicans and regular in- 
dependents who will repudiate a 
bad choice of the G. O. P. leaders. 
Furthermore, let us also remem- 
ber that Gov. Dewey might well 
have won in 1941 had we not 
been at war. Dewey was forced 
to pull his punches many, many 
times, especially in connection 
with the Pearl Harbor debacle. 
How do the Republican leaders 
know that their candidate would 
not have been victorious in any 
ordinary campaign? Again, it is 
I generally acknowledged that the 
New York Governor conducted 

| 
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an extremely smart campaign in 
every way. How do we know 
what kind of a campaign would 
hr conducted by a man like Sen- 
ator Taft. Senator-elect Bricker 
and others? That is something 
to think about. 

Mr. Mullins Speaks 

Whether or not you agree with 
him all the time, Bill Mullins of 
the Boston Herald writes a lot 
of very interesting and stimulat- 
ing material. Two days ago this 
political expert wrote a preview 
of the 1948 election in this state 
and he has already elected Lau- 
rence Curtis, our i947-1948 State 
Treasurer, to succeed himself. 
Not only that, but he intimates 
that Curtis may well go on to be 
elected Lt.-Governor and then 
Governor. 

Then, Mr. Mullins goes on to 
predict a battle for the guberna- 
torial nomination between Lt.- 
Governor-elect Arthur W. Cool 
idge and Attorney General Clar- 
ence A. Barnes. He also pays 
tribute to Governor’s Councillor 
Otis M. Whitney of Concord, who 
polled such a fine vote In New- 
ton, and elsewhere on Nov. 5, 
and to Councillor-elect John S. 
Ames of Easton. 

The above is exceedingly in- 
teresting to your columnist, who 
is intimately acquainted with all 
these men. with the single excep- 
tion of young Ames, who certainly 
looks like a comer in the political 
arena. Without wishing to dis- 
turb unduly any of the G. O. P. 
high-command, it seems fair to 
point out that it is never wise to 
count your chickens too far in 
advance. Much may happen be- 
tween now and 1948. Both Cool- 
idge and Barnes are well along 
in years, despite the splendid 
campaign waged by both this 
past summer and fall. I recall 
asking Clarence Barnes what he 
would do if Mr. Frankie Kellev 
should defeat him. That, inch 
dentally, was in the middle of 
the campaign an<* before it had 
become obvious that Mr. Kelley 
was due to be woefully cut by 
his own party. He toffi me that 
he had been in politics a long, 
long time and felt that he had 
accomplished something worth- 
while. Also, he admitted that he 
was no longer a young man and 
that he would have a fine time 
with his very large family of fine 
children. Of course, the tremen- 
dous victory which he won on 
Nov. 5 may make him want to 
stay in the game indefinitely. 
Who knows? 

The same general remarks well 
might he made of our very fine 
Lt. -Governor-elect A r t h ur W. 
Coolidgo. Somehow I cannot vis- 
ualize this gentleman waging 
another vigorous campaign all 
over the state. His party may 
draft him, hut I have my doubts 
about his being too eager for 
the task. 

Curtis is in a somewhat dif- 
ferent situation. Let's discuss 
that at a later date. P W C

The Editor 
Dear Sir: 

With the emphatic 40-6 defeat 
by Brookline High on Thanks- 
i giving Day, the Newton High 
School football team concluded a 
dismal season with a record of 
only one victory. One such a sea- 
son is regrettable but will occur 
in the best regulated schools. 
However, when such seasons be- 
come the rule rather than the ex- 
ception, positive and energetic ac- 
tion should be taken to ascertain 
the causes and to make the nec- 
essary corrections. 

For several seasons of late 
Newton’s football teams have 
been far below an acceptable 
standard to the humiliation of 
the players, the disappointment 
of the students and parents and 
the dissatisfaction of the loyal 
and patient supporters all over 
the city. 

Newton football teams were 
. outstanding in former years. 
They enjoyed more than their 
; share of victories and champion- 
ships. Many of the players went 
on to become college stars and 
enhance Newton’s football repu- 
tation. 

What has happened to Newton 
football? Certainly the enroll- 
ment of boys at the high school 
is as large as that of their op- 
ponents. Physically the players 
are on a par with those they 
meet. In all other sports the 
teams enjov considerable success 
and football players are members 
of these teams, which would seem 
to demonstrate that the boys 
have athletic ability and can be 
taught. Certainly the facilities 
are of the best and it is assumed 
that the equipment is at least 
adequate. 

Are the football teams prop- 
erly trained and eoached? Herein 
may be found the answer, al- 
though in the absence of other 
obvious reasons It. is all too easy 
to point a finger at the coaching 
staff. 

Whatever the causes and rea- 
sons may be, the people of New- 
ton are becoming impatient at 
the lack of corrective action. 
They do not want undue or un- 
reasonable emphasis placed upon 
football, such as paying excessive 
salaries to coaches, control of 
football by community business 
interests, summer or pre-season 
practice or spring practice for 
candidates to the exclusion of 
participation in spring sports. 


However, they do want the play- 
ers to have every reasonable op- 
portunity to be well coached and 
well cared for even if it costs 
more money. They want them to 
have at least an even chance of 
winning, not by playing weaker 
teams but by Improving their 
own teams. 

It Is understood that a con- 
structive step has recently been 
taken by the school authorities 
who have now agreed to permit 
football to be played in the junior 
high schools. If an adequate num- 
of good coaches are provided, the 
fundamentals of the game can 
now be taught prior to high 
school. 

Newton takes pride in its high 
school, including its athletics. 
She is looking to the .responsible 
authorities to return her foot- 
ball teams to their rightful place 
among the leaders.

To the Editor: 

Dear Sir, — 

While there is no certainty how 
seriously stoppage of coal mining 
will be felt in our city, concern 
about the situation is bound to 
grow. Maybe soon will come 
brown-outs, restricted fuel deliv- 
eries and a shut-down here and 
there of plants whose coal piles 
disappear. One is reminded that 
perhaps, to a degree, a source 
of power is being neglected to- 
day and is going to waste. 

Power was more than 100 years 
ago, and is to some extent today, 
obtained from the Charles River. 
There are two dams at the Up- 
per Falls, the first, having a drop 
of 13 feet, the second, not so 
much although between it and 
quiet water are rapids of a 
hundred feet or more. The total 
drop of the river at Lower Falls 
possibly reaches 30 feet separat- 
ed by four or five dams, the first 
one being the largest. It is of 
more than passing interest, if 
one be so inclined, to glance at 
the unused canals at Lower 
Falls which years ago carried wa- 
ter to the wheels of mills long 
since obliterated. The writer as 
a boy was familiar with some of 
them. At the Upper Falls there 
were the then cotton mill at the 
upper dam and two paper mills 
at the lower dam. Too, on Need- 
ham street there was Pettee’s 
Pond, a water right fed by the

The Pettee Machine 
Shops made some use of the wa- 
ter, probably for power, but years 
ago gave up its equity for a con- 
sideration, and the pond was lat- 
er drained. Bulloughs Pond was 
a power source some time ago. 

Who owns what and how much 
Is Its value? is a point to be con- 
sidered. It's a far cry in these 
days of large power units of 10, 
50 and 100 thousand horse power 
electric generators to a modest 
stream as is the Charles River, 
where, depending on rainfall, the 
upper dam in Ward 5 (the sec- 
ond dam and canal years ago 
went out of use* more than 200 
horse power is developed, ample 
to run machines calling for the 
attention of 30 operatives. What 
potential horse power exists in 
the river may or may not bo a 
matter of record. The factors of 
low and high waters are impor- 
tant in relation to the seasons 
of the year. 

Granting that small things in 
today's economy have a value it 
might not be amiss to assay 
whether white coal now existing 
in the Garden City is worth ven- 
turing to salvage.

"Small Industries can have complete health service for their 
employees,” Miss Hilga S. Nelson, director of the Newton Dis- 
trict Nursing Association stated last Wednesday afternoon at a 
meeting of the Industrial Hygiene Committee of the Newton 
Community Council, held at the offices of the Nursing Associa- 
tion, 297 Walnut Street, Newtonville. 

"A plan for medical, nursing and health education services 
In Newton’s many small factories and shops can be worked out 
through the cooperation of employers, employees, and commun- 
ity-agencies,” Miss Nelson said. 

The Industrial Hygiene Committee has two projects under 
way, Miss Nelson announced. One is the chest x-raying of em- 
ployees in the Ucinite, Gamewell, Doelcam, Sherman Paper Prod- 
ucts, and Vanta Companies, and some small nearby companies. 
The x-ray service will be carried on during the week of February 
24 through the work of Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health and the Newton Tuberculosis and Health Association. The 
Second project is the sending of a monthly Industrial Hygiene 
news letter to all Newton industries to keep them informed of all 
the possibilities of improving the health and safety of their em- 
ployees. 

"Absenteeism can be reduced and efficiency raised,” said Miss 
Nelson. "The human factor is all too often ignored in this age 
of machinery.” 

A report on the rehabilitation service of the Newton Tubercu- 
losis and Health Association was read. This report stated that 
Mrs. E. Gale Whittemore, the Association’s Executive Secretary 
and Rehabilitation Worker was doing intensive work with 25 
tuberculous patients and their families. Some of these patients 
will be able, when fully rehabilitated to r^urn to employment in 
industry. Seventy tuberculous Newton families in need of reha- 
bilitation have not yet been helped at all because of the need of 
more workers in this field. 

Attending the Industrial Hygiene Committee meeting were 
representatives of community agencies and small industry. Mr. 
Alfred Delicata, of the George F. Grant Machine Co. represented 
small industry. Mrs. Virginia Sargent represented the Newton 
Nutrition Center. Miss Jean Ferguson spoke for the Newton 
Community Council. Miss Ruth N. Brooks attended from the 
Newton Tuberculosis and Health Association.

Upper Falls 


With the coming of winter there is always introduced the 
added danger to life and property through the use of portable ctil 
burning kerosene heaters. 

There are several reasons why this danger may be much 
greater this winter than at any time irl the past. The most im- 
portant is that, because of the pending coal strike, many people 
will pull out of the storage space the portable oil heater which 
may be in a condition which is far from safe to use. No one can 
tell by a casual examination how far those rust spots have eaten 
into the oil tank or if those dents will cause a leak. It must be 
thoroughly cleaned, all rust removed and then examined minutely 
to make sure it will function properly and safely. 

One of the features of great importance in these portable 
heaters is the security of the latch or catch which holds the upper 
part to the lower section. Many of these heaters are of such con- 
struction that when they are picked up by the handle, the catch 
if not tight may release and allow the heater to open. This often 
results in either spilling oil out of the fount, or allows the fount 
and the burner to fall out, spreading oil and fire about if the 
burner is in operation. 

Another important feature is to make sure that the base or 
legs are firm and that all bolts or screws holding parts of the 
heater together are properly tightened. Missing bolts or screws 
should be replaced. The ease with which one of these heaters can 
be tipped over should be considered before being purchased. No 
portable heater should be placed or located where it is susceptible 
to being tipped or knocked over. 

Burners of such kerosene heaters should be kept clean for the 
sake or safety and efllciep^y. and should not be permitted to be- 
come dirty or clogged with soot. Wicks should be kept clean and 
properly trimmed. If parts become worn or damaged, they should 
be replaced promptly. Operation of a clogged or dirty burner 
interferes with the proper combustion, and generally results in the 
production of excessive odors, or may even result in the produc- 
tion of toxic gases. 

Now for the greatest danger of all— the cause which has 
caused many deaths. That is the practice of carrying these 
heaters, whiie still burning, from one room to another, or up and 
down stairs. Even moving such heaters from one part of a room 
to another is hazardous, especially if children do it or are moving 
around playing. 

Several serious losses of life have occurred in the past few 
years due to moving portable heaters. In one case, while carrying 
a lighted heater down stairs, the person stumbled and the heater 
rolled down the stairs, quickly cutting off all escape of the people 
above. 

To use a portable heater safely — 

Thoroughly inspect and clean it each fall before using it. 

Keep it clean and free of dirt, oil, and soot at all times. 

Never place it near curtains, tablecloths, or other hanging 

materials. 

Never place it where it can be knocked over. 

Never fill it while it is lighted. 

Never use in a room with all doors and windows shut. It needs 

air to burn correctly. 

Never leave it unattended when first lighted. 

Always replenish the fuel outside the building.

Smoking 
is not allowed in ANY part of 
the library. There is no charge 
for rental. Light, heat and ordi- 
nary janitor service are free of 
charge. Organizations which de- 
sire to continue meetings after 
9 p. m. (the library closing hour) 
should arrange for this in ad- 
vance and compensate the jani- 
tor at the rate of $1.00 per hour 
or fraction thereof.

Project Reported on 
At Aisoc. Meeting

The board of directors of the 
| Newton Improvement Associa- 
I tion met November 21st at the 
| home of Mrs. George Larsen. 

Messrs. Frank Scofield and 
| Richard Lee reported on the sta- 
tus of the plan for widening 
Nonant urn Square at Newton 
Corner which was presented »o 
the annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation last March hr Alderman 
Lockwood who is chairman of 
the special aldermanic commit- 
tee in charge of the project. 

No hearing, however, has been 
called. The report of Professor 
Adams has been filed with the 
aldermanic committee and the 
committee, in turn has forwarded 
a detailed report to the mayor 
and to the board. This was done? 
last summer. Since then, the 
aldermen have allowed the pro- 
posal to lie on the table, appar- 
ently awaiting action by the may- 
or in the form of a recommend i- 
tion for an appropriation of 
funds to cover the undertaking. 
Although the aldermen could ini- 
tiate hearings without a recom- 
mendation from the mayor, it 
would be unusual and they think 
it unwise Tit this time. The may- 
or may be waiting for further in- 
formation regarding cost fac- 
tors. The result, however, is 
that the matter has stood with- 
out any action in recent months. 

Members of the board ex- 
pressed themselves as disappoint- 
ed at the lack of progress. In- 
quiries about tho fate of the 
proposal for off street parking 
lots at Newton Corner showed a 
similar stalemate. Plans formu- 
lated by a committee of which 
Alderman Gibbs is chairman, are 
dormant awaiting the mayor’s 
recommendation. Both the New- 
ton Improvement Association 
and the Newtonville Association 
have gone on record many 
months ago as favoring this de- 
velopment but it appears to have 
been pigeonholed by the mayor. 

Mr. Lee read a letter from Pas 
senger Agent Rasp of the Bos- 
ton and Albany Railroad in 
which Mr. Rasp replied to a pro- 
test against the removal of the 
8:31 a.m. express from Newton 
to Boston and the 12:25 p.m. 
train from Boston to Newton. 
Mr. Rasp said that th£se trains 
were omitted for financial rea- 
sons when the railroad awarded 
increases in pay to its employ- 
ees without any increase in fares. 

Mr. Lee also reported the re- 
moval of the "Aid Raid Shelter" 
signs at the Underwood School. 
The subject of removal of 
stumps and trunks of trees which 
have remained since the wind 
storm of last June was com- 
mented upon as well as the need 
for repainting certain parking 
lines and the enforcement of 
parking regulations in the busi- 
ness district. 

The proposal to make Centre 
avenue a one-way street from 
Washington street to Centre 
street was discussed. It was felt 
that this street can not function 
as a two-way street without bel- 
ter enforcement of the no park- 
ing regulations and that, if park- 
ing can not be restricted, it 
should be made one-way. 

It was voted to draft a circu- 
lar covering the work of the as- 
sociation to date and mail it to 
ail members. Dr. Edwin P. Leon- 
ard. Jr. and Mrs. George Larsen 
will be in charge of this publi- 
cation. 

The desirability of a commun- 
ity center was discussed but no 
action taken at this time. Plans 
were made for an interesting 
program for the annual meeting 
to be held early in 1947.

1 hr Parent 
Teachers t ouncil and the School Committee had a lung session 
the other evening and are arriving at some definite plans which 
have the full hacking of titc school authorities, libs is all to 
the good and will mean that many more boys ami girls will have 
equipment, facilities, and coaching if the plans go through. 

Equipment. facilities, and leadership are only part of the j 
problem. There needs to be more coordination and nvganizn- ■ 
lion, ami definiteness of policy. 

Football is a good example. In light of thr 19-10 perform- 1 
anee. here is the place to start and other sports and activities 
can follow. It is our opinion that no matter how good a maili 
is second, he will not he able to function at his host unless 
some drastic changes are made in the set-up. 

To he specific, wo believe (lie head conch of any sport should 
have full jurisdiction over all coaches in that sport from the 
Junior High School right through the intermediate and junior 
varsity squads at Higli School. In other words he calls the 
signal on the style and type of football that is going to be 
played in Newton. By the time a boy moves up to the varsity 
squad he knows his fundamentals. 

This may be true on paper now. hut not in reality. There 
was- not the fullest cooperation even among the squad coaches 
at Higli School this year and ii is our belief this was a con- 
tributing factor in our miserable showing. 

It is even worse at t he Junior Higli School level with the 
basketball season just ahead of us Here it is a problem of 
police between the Director oi Athletics and the School Prin- 
cipal's. Some Junior High schools develop better basketball play- 
ers than others, some very seldom have any. and it isn t entire Is 
a question of good coaching. It involves the general policy 
which revolves around the School Principal. We feel this should 
be clarified with a clear go-ahead signal to the Director of Ath- 
letics to develop a city-wide plan and then put it in action. 

Newton does not demand championship athletic teams, but 
it does demand better teaching, planning, and coaching. If it 
is important to have athletics then we want them at the same 
level as we have good English. Mathematics, and Music. A

John Franurts Davis, ex-sig- 
nalman, second class, USNR, of 
24 Pennsylvania avenue, New- 
ton Upper Falls, Mass., has been 
presented the Navy and Marine 
Corps Medal for heroic conduct 
in the rescue of a pilot forced 
down in enemy territory. 

Capt. B. Coe, Director, at the 
First Naval District Headquart- 
ers presented the medal and ci- 
tation for James Forrestal, Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

The citation which accom- 
panies the award reads: 

."For heroic conduct as a 
crewman of a crash boat at Em- 
press Augusta Bay, Bougain- 
ville, Solomon Islands, during 
the rescue of a, pilot forced 
down in enemy territory, on De- 
cember 20, 1943.

sentive Newton women launch- 
ed this chapter on Its successful 
course- now over one hundred 
women are active members. They 
decided to name the chapter for 
Lucy ^Jackson, a member of the 
great Jackson family of Newton 
forty-four of whose members 
fought in the Revolutionary War. 
The beautiful square-white Jack- 
son homestead still stands on the 
corner of Washington street and 
Jackson road in Newton. 

Miss Fanny Alien was elected 
the first Regent and held that of- 
fice for nine years. During this 
time the Chapter fell rnto line 
with the groat D.A.R. movement 
which was rapidly spreading over 
the country, its first interest was 
"historical research and com- 
fnvnity welfare." 

Small as it was it gave $500 
toward a hospital ship during the 
Spanish War. This was but the 
beginning of its war work, which 
culminated during the last war 
when its members gave thous- 
ands of hours in many phases of 
work for the soldiers and bought 
more than $100,000 worth of War 
Bonds. 9 

There have been eleven Re- 
gents since Miss Allen’s time, 
Mrs. Arthur P. Friend, Mrs. 
Charles D. Mescrve, Mrs. Fred- 
erick J. Fessenden, Miss Lucy 


Allen, Mrs. John N. Eaton, Mrs. 
Liverus H. Howe, Mrs. "Edward 
B. Parker, Mrs. J. Walter Allen, 
Mrs. George F. Howland. Mrs. 
Holcombe J. Brown and our pres- 
ent Regent, Mrs Frank S Larkin. 
A review of their tenure of of- 
! fice shows many historical places 
in Newton marked after much 
historical research. The chapter 
has done its share in all the great 
historical and Americanization 
work of the National Society, con- 
tributing to many Southern 
schools and to the fine American- 
ization work on Ellis Island. The 
chapter has an active student 
loan fund and has done its share 
in building Continental Hall. 

Above and beyond all this work 
in connection with the National 
Society the Lucy Jackson Chapt- 
er has had a project of its own. 
It bought in 1917 and has since 
maintained one of the few re- 
maining beautiful colonial houses 
in Newton. It is situated at the 
corner of Washington and Con- 
cord streets in Newton Lower 
Falls. The oldest part of this 
house was built in 1750. It has 
been remodeled several times but 
the original bee-hive oven of the 
original house can still be seen 
near one of the chimneys and 
the wood work and paneling in 
some of the rooms are of a very 
early date. 

The house was altered slightly 


in 1929 to make it a practical 
meeting place for the chapter but 
none of the colonial characteris- 
tics were seriously molested. It 
has a very unusual and rare 
architectural feature in that there 
are outside doors in the middle of 
each of the four sides of the 
house. On entering the front door 
one can look through the fine 
hall and out ‘hrough the door at 
Ihe back to the gardens. From 
each of the small side halls 
j winding stairs lead to the second 
jand third floors. 

| Some years ago the chapter 
was approached by a wealthy 
• man from Providence, R. I., to 
1 see if it would sell the house. His 
j intention was to move it piece by 
j piece to Providence and rebuild 
■ it there for his home. The chapt- 
er considered the offer * ”d even 
j looked at some other old houses. 
It came to the conclusion that it 
! had a truly rare old house and 


that, it should keep it as long as 
it. could be maintained. The house 
is now entirely free from debt. 

The celebration of the Fiftieth 
Anniversary was a dignified and 
important event, due to the care- 
ful planning of the Regent, Mrs. 
Larkin, and ner helpers.

Boarding Homes 
For Aged Needed 

— 0 — 

Newton has a very real need 
for boarding homes for elderly 
people and for nursing homes for 
the sick who are either without 
family or In cases where the 
family is unable or unwilling to | 
care for them at home, it was 
learned on Tuesday, Dec. 10th, 
at th« Conference and Study 
Group of the Newton Commun- 
ity Council. 

Rev. Herbert Hltchen presided 
at the study group meeting. He 
prefaced the remarks made by 
the speakers by stating that one j 
measures any community by t the 
amount of specific preparation 
and care provided for its indigent 
and sick people. Miss Hilga S. 
Nelson of the District Nursing 
Association of Newton and Miss 
Florence Fitzgerald of the New- 
ton Department of Public Wel- 
fare discussed the topic "Prob- 
lems of the Sick in Your Home.” 
Miss Nelson brought cut the 
dearth of nurses, both registered 
and attendant, showing vvha't na- 1 
tional associations of thi* nursing’ 
profession are attempting to do 
in the reorganization of the nurs- 
ing profession to meet these 
needs which were accentuated by 
the recent war. Miss Fitzgerald 
discussed the lack of nursing 
homes in Newton and the diffi- 
culties encountered by welfare 
workers in trying to find hoard- 
ing homes for elderly people. The 
fact was brdught out that by 1060 
about 14 per cent of our popula- 
tion will be over 65 years of age 
and therefore the problem of our 
senior population is a real one 
and one that bears thinking 
about. The group felt quite gen- 
erally that it would be of great 
assistance if licenses were grant- 
j ed for additional nursing homes 
] in Newton. 

Mrs. Charles Woodworth, Di- 
rector of Nursing Services at the 
Newton Chapter of the American 
Red Cross spoke briefly of the 
course offered by the Newton 
. Chapter entitled "Six Lessons in 
! the Care of the Sick" which has 
proven cxeromely helpful to those 
who have taken it. It is a 12-hour 
condensed course and is available 
to all Newton citizens free of 
charge.

Industrial School 
Teaches Variety 
Of Trades 

— o — - 

It has been lucky for the vet- 
erans that all pioneering didn't 
die out with the opening up of 
the West. Some of it stayed in 
the North End of Boston, Mass- 
achusetts, In the form of the 
North Bonnet Street. Industrial 
School started in 1881*. Mr. Henry 
L. Shattuck has boon its Presi- 
dent for more than 20 years. Two 
of the main purposes of this 
school have been “to experiment 
in educational activities for the 
benefit of the Public Schools 
and others” and “to provide un- 
usual industrial trade classes of 
wide variety and for persons of 
all ages." Here in the building 
on North Bennet Street "experi- 
ments" such as the day nurs- 
ery. kindergarten, pre-vocational 
training and a credit union were 
tried out to be later accepted by 
Schools and Institutions through- 
out the country. It was here 
also that woodworking was first 
taught in America. And up un- 
til a few years ago it was the 
only school in New England 
where one could learn watch re- 
pairing. 

Maybe it was lucky for the 
veterans to, that during World 
War I. Mr. George Greener, the 
School’s Director, was with the 
Vocational Educational Board 
in Washington. After this war, 
he said "We ought to be train- 
ing the veterans to a trade. We 
don't want to duplicate what has 
already been done. What shall 
we do?" 

So he and his staff with Mr. 
Henry Greenough, chairman of 
tty? school’s Executive Commit- 
tee, without whose help Mr. 
Greener says he could never get 
along, sat down and thought 
things out. Since the school al- 
ready had watch repairing class- 
es. there was something which 
could immediatelv be offered to 
the veteran. And there was the 
woodworking class. To these 
two classes they decided to add 
jewelry making and metal en- 
graving. A short terrttf course in 
store bookkeeping would top off 
each of the courses. The pro- 
curing of teachers and tools 
wasn't the easiest thing in the 
world— such a wide variety of 
special equipment was needed. 
But finally, last March, *the 
classes were begun. From eight- 
thirty in the morning until nine 
at night, five days a week, one 
hundred happy veterans from all 
over the United States tramp in 
and out of the old. battered doors 
of the North Bennet Street In- 
dustrial School learning a trade.

stance*, tlii?- is due, nf course, to the fact, that we have fallen 
into t lie habit of rcgai'iling Sunday ns the one important day 
of the week for our spiritual development. We try to do n good 
job of it on Sunday and then figure that we are all set until the 
next Sunday rolls around. Am I right? 

Again, we have with us always, regardless of where we live, 
an unfortunately large group of excellent citizens who, for one 
reason or another, some good and some not so good, seldom, if 
ever, enter a church except at Christmas and Easter and for the 
usual weddings and funerals. One wonders how much better 
and finer every community would he if, in some way, the various 
churches were able to sell themselves to the entire population. 

Now, as I said at the start, all I am trying to do here is 
to ask you all to do some real thinking about this problem. 
Some very deep ami straight thinking is needed. You sec, this 
problem goes much deeper than the desirability of carrying over 
the Christmas spirit into the New Year, wonderful as that would 
he. It. gooy deeper, too, than the usual worry over the question 
of slim attendance at many of our churches, both in Newton 
and elsewhere. 

Let me make my point this way. Just suppose that prac- 
tically all the 70,000 odd residents of Newton made a practice 
of going to church whenever it was reasonably 'possible. Sup- 
pose, further, that the spiritual lender of each and every church, 
regardless of denomination, made an earnest plea each week for 
his congregation to carry on, at least to some degree, the whole- 
some anil unselfish spirit of ChristnMs. Don’t yon know that 
the whole tone of private business and public service (polities, 
if you will) would be appreciably lifted up from its normal 
level? Would not this, in turn, have a beneficial effect, on our 
international relations! especially in the matter of world diplo- 
macy and lasting world- peace? 

Honestly, it is so amazingly simple that it is a wonder that 
il 1ms not been attempted on a large scale every year. Of 
course, there are sporadic attempts along these lines. One in- 
stance is the occasional utterances of Roger Babson of Wellesley, 
the world-famous statistician. Invariably, he makes a strong 
case for the necessity of the development of the spiritual side 
of a man’s life. He 'ties il all in to business, polities and world 
affairs. More talks like this by other leading businessmen and 
leaders in community life would have a marked effect on us all. 

Another step in t he right direction is the United < hureh 
Canvass, nr llic "Everybody go to Church" movement each year. 
The trouble here is that there is a lot nf heavy publicity for a 
few weeks and then the matter is forgotten. We drift hack into 
the old rut. 

Here is a concrete suggestion. Realizing tullv that a great 
many of our citizens work at, regular intervals, for the Red Cross, 
t|i,. hospitals, the social service agencies and other fine causes, 
it still seems to me that, there is room in the lives of many of 
us for some special personal contact witli an individual man, 
woman nr child, RIGHT THROUGH THE YEAR. 

l.ct me illustrate. I have a quiet friend who lias unofficially 
adopted some fifteen nr twenty young hoys, many nf them now 
young men. who lost their fathers early in life. My friend, of 
course, knew the fathers and was welcomed with open arms. 
A delicata business? Yes. but well worth considering. Again, 
I know several women who have an entire family under their 
w in", not necessarily financially, hut in every other way. Friendly 
counsel and guidance is always valuable. Also, there are many 
who spend quite a hit of time, in an unofficial capacity, visiting 


disabled veterans of both world wars, whether in hospitals nr 
homes. Getting jobs for needy veterans and helping them. to 
get properly housed are other worthwhile and satisfying 'con- 
tributions which most of us can make. 

You get till' idea. .So, let’s see if, during Christmas week 
and the period before New Year's, we can figure nut some way 
in which wo can help being comfort, cheer and, above all, hope 
to those who lack so many of Hie necessities and practically all 
of the luxuries which many of our fine citizens lake for granted.

quested to preserve reverential 
silence, withheld Its applause only 
with difficulty. 

The Festival opened with a Pre 
lude played by a Brass Choir, 
which set the tempo for the oc- 
casion with the rich, full tones of 
twelve brass instruments. And 
to further heighten the devbut 
quality of the evening, exquisite 
Nativity tableaux were shown on 
a stage set up behind the Chorus 
during the singing of three of the 
carols. The subjects were: "Mary 
and the Angel”, "Mary and the 
Babe,” and “Mary, Joseph and 
the Angel." Joseph was portrayed 
by Stewart Anderson; Mary, by 
Ann Nozert; and the Angel, by 
Carol Whitmore. These tableaux 
were designed by C. Hassler Cap- 
ron, who also created for them 
some of those lighting effects in 
which he is so skilled and for 
which he is so widely known. 
The costumes worn in the tab- 
leaux were, designed and made 
by Mrs. Charles Abrams, Jr., of 
100 Valentine street, West New- 
ton. and were accorded a great 
deal of very favorable comment. 

The high point Of the concert 
was probably the presentation of 
"Mary, Joseph and the Angel” 
while the Chorus sang "Silent 
• Night.” The combining of this 
' charming tableau and the lovely 
carol stirred the listeners deeply 
and the spiritual thrill they ex- 
perienced oould be sensed unmis- 
takably. And the accompani- 
ments, played superbly by Robert 
M. Love on the Hammond organ, 
provided a background that in- 
tensified the reverential aspect of 
the whole affair. 

The Chorus, which has now 
been publicly launched with so 
much success, is an all-Newton, 
co-operative enterprise which was 
conceived some months ago and 
has been rehearsing for many 
weeks. The project was originat- 
ed by Mr. Robert Loomis, Miss 
Adelaide B. Ball, President of the 
Newton Federation of Women's 
Clubs, and Mr. F. Ewing Wilson, 
Commissioner of Recreation. 
They later enlisted the interest 
of other prominent, civic-minded 
men and women; and their com- 
bined efforts have brought into 
being a strong organization, now 
numbering about two hundred 
and fifty members, more than 
half of whom are singing mem- 
bers. while the remainder are 


sponsoring members, whose in- 
terest in good music has influ- 
enced them to contribute finan- 
cially in order that the Chorus 
might be placed on a firm and 
permanent foundation. Its af- 
fairs are managed by a Govern 
Ing Board, comprising the follow- 
ing: C. Hassler Capron, Chair- 
man; Orville O. Clapper, Vice- 
Chairman; Adelaide B. Ball, Sec- 
retary, and Warren W. Oliver, 
Treasurer, together with Mrs. 
Kenneth J. Waite, Roy S. Ed- 
wards, President of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce and F. 
Ewing Wilson. Others who have 
helped further this fine activity 
are Mrs. Thomas McFarlen, Mrs. 
Charles Gibson, Louis Haffer- 
mehl, J. Collins Lingo, Miss 
Irene Forte, Mrs. Ernest Hale and- 
Mrs. Harold Osterlund. Miss 
Catherine Harney is the Libra- 
rian. 

Membership in the Chorus is 
open to all men and women in 
Newton who enjoy singing and 
desire an outlet for their talent; 
and already almost every one of 
the thirteen villages in the City 
is represented. Now that it has 
been so cordially received, and 
acclaimed for its excellence, the 
Chorus should spread far and 
wide Newton’s fame as & leader 
in community enterprises. And 
to those who attended its first 
appearance, it will be good news 
to hear that a second concert is 
scheduled for early Spring.

is dup an intr-rprrtatlon of good 
nursing care both in the hospital 
and in the home, so that they 
may help in the solution of some 
of the problems involved, such as 
better educat'onal requirements, 
personnel policies and recruit- 
ment. 

The shortage of nurses is no 
greater than in some of the other 
professions such as teaching, but 
there has been a dearth of pub- 
lic relations in this field. Conse- 
quently, the public has been con- 
fused and it has definitely affect- 
ed the choice of nursing as a field 
of endeavor by some of our 
younger c Vzens. This is to be re- 
gretted as there Is probably no 
other profession that gives quite 
the same satisfaction to those 
who have the qualifications. 

We therefore solicit your 
understanding and help in ex- 
plaining to those about to choose 
a profession the values to be 
gained in nursing. At a recent 
national convention held at At- 
lantic City ? typical American 
Nurse was chosen with the fol- 
lowing qualifications: 

Under thirty years of age. 

Had taken postgraduate work. 

Had given essential service 
during the war, either with the 
armed forces or in a civilian po- 
sition. 

Had a minimum of six months’ 
experience as staff nurse in a 
hospital, a public health nursing 
agency, or in private practice. 

Miss Elizabeth Brooks of the 
Washington University School 
of Nursing, St. Louis. Missouri 
received first honors. Before en- 
tering the Army Nurse Corps in 
1942 she had been charge nurse 
on the surgical ward at St. Louis 
Children's Hospital. Speaking to 
a group at the conference, Miss 
Brooks commented, "I wish the 
thousands of other topical young 
nurses in the nation were here 
to hold my hand at this moment.

Other interesting items are six- 
teen of the famous flying eagle 
U. S. coins - no two exactly the 
same. Including Gobrecht flying 
eagle dollar of 1836. half dollar 
of 1838, $20 gold 1907. and lc 
pieces. 

Another historically interesting 
coin is the half dollar of 1861 
bearing the imprint of the Con- 
federate States of America, about 
500 of which wore re-struck on
